, ga ged as clerk fo r an impo rting mer­ 
cha nt. 
In 18 37 he left New Yo rk fo r 
I the Ro cky mo untains, in co mpa ny with 
I his bro ther Tho ma s, Win. Gra ha m and 
| o thers. 
They ca me fro m New Yo rk to 
Crescent Chain M o d e l s . . . ................ 
j Buffalo by ca na l, thence to Pittsburg 
Crescent 3 and »> .......... 
“ ‘La nd do wn the Ohio by stea mbo a t to 
; Cairo and do wn the Mississippi to New 
Orleans, and back up to St. Lo uis, 
which at tha t time was a struggling 
v illa ge in the hea rt o f the grea t fro n­ 
tier. On their arriv al there they fo und 
that, the Sa nto Fe wago n train had de­ 
parted sev eral da y s befo re, 
and no t 
ca ring to emba rk alo ne o n a jo urney so 
full o f peril, they a ba ndo ned the idea 
and to o k a bo at fo r Ga lena . 
After re­ 
ma ining there fo r a sho rt time, they 
ca me acro ss the co untry to Dix o n fo r 
the purpo se o f spending a few day s in 
hunting. 
This co untry at tha t time 
wa s a paradise: the clea r, spa rkling 
riv er a bo unding hn fish;

Mr. Hubba rd, being desiro us o f ma k­ 
ing his ho me near here, purchased a 
cla im fro m Jo hn Dix o n in what is no w 
the N. E. i Sec. 11, m Nelso n to wnship, 
where he ca« t his lo t, 
hia residence 
o v erlo o king the riv er, o n who se bank« 
he passed the rema inder o f 
his life. 
Ca ptain Gra ha m bo ught a farm o n the 
riv er hank nearly o ppo site tha t pur­ 
cha sed by his co mpanio n. 
Mr. Hubbard was ma rried in 18 12 to 
Miss Helen Gra ha m, also o f No w Yo rk 
| City . 
His death w’dl be regretted by 
all the early settlers who knew him so 
well as a genia l, educa ted, po lished 
gentleman: a mo st cha rming co nv ersa ­ 
tio nalist, spiced 
as w a s his spa rkling 
wit with cla ssical reference, in 
po int­ 
ing a jo ke o r illustra ting the subject

nis tho ughts. 
T h e T e l e g r a p h is fre­ 
quently ca lled upo n to publish o bitua r­ 
ies o f friends;

ita nce, a nd by perfectly 
lega l pur­ 
cha se, in their liv ing property.

is demonstra ted beyond a ll ca v il by 
his a ttempt to get Dela wa re to pa ss a 
gra dua l ema ncipa tion a ct, the owners 
to be pa id $500 a hea d for ev ery sla v e, 
ma n, woma n or child, 
belonging to 
them. 
The mea sure fa iled, of course, 
beca use feelings were too hea ted on 
ea ch side to permit the ca lm judgment 
tha t Lincoln himself possessed. 
The 
fa ct tha t he da red such step while the 
hot-hea ds were rea dy to denounce him 
is but little known or little understood. 
So interestec wa s he in the pla n tha t 
with his own ha nd he sketched out the 
deta ils of two methods by which 
the 
end desired could be obta ined. 
These 
priceless proofs of his fa irness a nd 
of 
his coura ge a re before me on my desk, 
a s ! write. 
Purthermore,

ma n w ho wa s one of his most trusted

therefore it is a lmost idle to theorize 
rega rding results, if it ha d been put in­ 
to effec;. 
It is self-ev ident, howev er, 
tha t thu humilia tion of the reconstruc­ 
tion period, when the brother trium­ 
pha nt a ba sed the brother defea ted, 
would ha v e been a v oided, a nd with it 
much of the ra nkling resentment tha t 
burnt djep in some of the Southern 
hea rts until Februa ry 
la st. 
Then, 
tha nk God, one grea t pa ssion wa s su­ 
perseded by a nother—the desire to see 
America n a rms 
successful 
whether 
wielded by North or by South. 


Another a spect of his life is one tha t 
is v a lua ble in the extreme, to us just 
a t this time of bewilderment, when 
ev en wise men a re a sking themselv es 
wha t the United Sta tes a s a na tion 
should do when confronted by new con­ 
ditions. 
Though Lincoln wa s tra ined 
a s a la wyer a nd therefore more a pt 
tha n usua l to be guided a nd influenced 
by precedents, yet none ca n sa y tha t he 
fa iled in a djusta bility. 
He sa w clea r­ 
ly wha t the fa thers could nev er ha v e 
foreseen a nd beca use they therefore 
ha d 
nev er expressed themselv es re­ 
ga rding the new problems he felt a t 
liberty to a ct on the judgment of the 
liv ing ra ther tha n of the dea d.

short, he ma de precedents for himself, 
a nd did 
wha t ev ery true America n 
ought to do a nd ca n do, the “ best” un­ 
der a ll the circumsta nces 
W hen the 
grea t disruption confronted Lincoln he 
fa ced a condition a nd trod a pa thwa y 
tha t no signer of 
the Decla ra tion of 
Independence knew a bout.

\ big lottery must disap­ 
point hundreds of thousands while it 
enriches one winner, who often finds 
that his hastily acquired wealth results 
in doing him more harm than good. 
A short time ago the first prize in 
one of the Italian state lotteries, which 
amounted to some £ 8 ,000, fell to a 
peasant who, with his wife, had actually 
died of starvation within a few hours 
of the d raw ing of the prize.

prize, 
ho 
scraped all his money together and pur- i 
chased not the ticket he wanted, be­ 
cause it was already sold, hut one which 
boro tits- same numerals, differently ar 
ranged.

perfectly true, that she so altered her 
opinion as to the chances o f her ticket 
w in n in g a prize that she bartered it 
aw ay for a new hat from Iter milliner 
within a few days of having purchased 
it. 
T his was a melancholy exception to 
the rule tha t “ second thoughts aro ni- ¡ 
ways best. ’’ 
The ticket which she had ! 
exchanged for a hat, possibly worth a 
couple of guineas, succeeded in captur 
ing fho first prize of £ 15,000, and the 
milliner, w ho considered ho had run 
liis risks, absolutely refused to palliate 
his c usto m e r’s bitter disappointment by 
a nything beyond the paym ent of a few 
pounds, which were dragged from him 
by hollow threats of legal action. 
On one occasion the first prize in ail 
Italian lottery, am ounting 
to nearly 
£ 5,000, fell tr 
a man who had died 
three days before the raffle, the second 
prize of £ 2,000 fell to a lady who had 
sold her lucky ticket at the eleventh 
hour, and the third prize of £ 1,000 to a 
private soldier who, on hearing of his 
good fortune, drank himself m ad and 
then committed suicide. 
For w ant of 
claimants w ho could 
establish their 
claim s satisfactorily, the first and third 
prizes were again raffled for, and this 
time they both fell to the same person 
— the owner of one of the largest pri­ 
vate estates in Austria, who was quite 
indifferent about the addition to his al 
ready huge fortune. 
Hilly superstitious play an im po rtan t 
part in the buying and selling of lottery 
tickets, and it is no uncommon thing 
for a person w ho fancies a certain n um ­ 
ber to buy it at a price equal to hun ­ 
dreds of times its original cost, and 
m a n y of those who indulge in this kind 
of speculation with the fixed idea of 
gain generally discover tha t it is an 
expensive game. 
A German banker conceived the idea 
tha t the first prize m a certain lottery 
would fall to the holder of a ticket on 
which the figuro three stood either alone 
or w ith others. 
Ho greatly impressed 
was he w ith this belief that ho bought 
up every ticket that bore the numeral 
three, a little deal which cost him some 
thousands of pounds, because many of 
the tickets he fancied were held by per­ 
sons to whom lie had to pay fancy prices. 
One of these persons when approach 
ed on the m atter refused to sell his 
ticket unless the banker purchased a 
complete bundle of 20, of which he was 
anxious to get rid. 
The banker did not 
wish to do this, as there was only one 
ticket bearing a three in the bundle, 
but he ultim ately consented, took the 
ticket he wanted and gave tbe vender 
back all the others. 
G reat m ust have 
been his an a yanco on discovering later 
that the first prize had not fallen to 
him, but had been won by one of the 
tickets he had bought and scorned.— 
Loudon Tit-Lit s.
